Stopped by Reds

AdoH Hitler's field headquarters 


asserted Wednesday that German 
troops had stormed deeper into for- 
tifications of Sevastopol, last Soviet 
stronghold in Crimea 
while the 


Russians said they had littered the 
battlefield with 2,500 Nazi dead in 
Tuesday's fighting alone. 


Soviet dispatches said the Red 


armies had not yielded a single line 
to the Germans although the fight 
was growing hourly more intense 
with Nazis incessantly attacking by 
land and air. 


Rod Star concccdcd that German 


infantry had penetrated to a hilly 
sector where it was trying to cap- 
ture two heights but declared the 
battle generally still raged at the 
approaches to the city without 
major change.

ers of Heinrich Heydrich. 


The

were said to have been deport- 
ed to concentration camps and 
the children were sent to educa- 
tional centers, the radio said. 
The village later was razed and 
the name removed from all of- 
ficial records. 


The number of men executed 


was not stated. Punishment in- 
flicted apparently was the most 
drastic yet meted out in the 
campaign for reprisal for the 
death shooting of Gestapo Chief 
Heydrich. 


Bern—(/P)—With 275 Czechs al-

—I spent the best part of a day re- 
cently with the first woman W. A. 
A. F. flight mechanics who are now 
actually flying— and how they love 


Right up until then, the girl 


"aero-mecs" of the Women's Aux- 
iliary Air Force had helped take 
the engines of all types of aero- 
planes to bits — from little training 
planes, called "kites," to bombers 
—but the authorities had withheld 
them permission to accompany the 
pilot on Ihe final try-out. Now they 
arc doing it and they just bristle 
with pride and satisfaction. 


So far there are only around 18 


of these WAAF's who have passed 
the tests which enable them to go 
up in tho planes, but hundreds of 
them on every aerodrome in Eng- 
land are going through the course 
and pretty soon more and more 
men will be released for actual 
fighting as these girls graduate to 
take their places. 


Of the first twelve we followed 


on their maiden flight, not one had 
had previous airplane or flying ex- 
perience. One 
was 
formerly a 


dressmaker, another a shop assist- 
ant, a third a typist. They came 
from all parts of the country— Lon- 
don, 
the 
Midlands, Wales— one 


good-looking brunette hied from 
Toronto (Canada) and the prettiest 
of the lot, an 18-year old Scotch 
lassie, had 
come 
straight from 


school. 
Their ages ranged from 


18 to 28; they all bubbled over with 
health, vitality and enthusiasm. 


Girls Are Thrilled With Jobs 
"It did seem a bit hard at first" 


admitted Jean, the Glasgow girl, 
"but we soon gol used to the new 
life. The team spirit is extraordi- 
nary — you never meet anything 
like that outside the service." 


"Our billets are comfortable and 


we get plenty of good food. There 
is a movie show twice a week, and 
what with all kinds of games, both 
indoors and outdoors, how can we 
do anything else but keep fit?" 


When we arrived at the station, 


four training planes were on the 
runway. They had been okayed by 
the first women to sign for them.

An R. A. F. Base — I have shot 


down 31 German planes bc.iausc 
I've beer, blessed with a pair of 
good eyes and have learned to shoot 
straight. I have only once been bad- 
ly shot up. 


I always feel nervous before go< 


ing off on a sweep over the Chan- 
nel. 
So, mornings when it's my 


turn in the air, I take a warm 
bath before leaving. It relaxes me. 
Then tea and light breakfast be- 
fore walking across the field to get 
orders for the day. 


Once I get in the Spit though, 


everything is fine. Moving 
out 


across the channel with the sun 
getting brighter and everything 
clean and nice and the forma- 
tion all in order, I sort of lean 
back and enjoy it all. 


Excitement Is Intense 
You're still on edge, of course. 


But when a sweep of Mcssersch- 
mitts dives out of the clouds, there 
is no time for feelings. The brain 
is working fast, sizing up this, re- 
jecting that, and when you move 
in for a squirt at the enemy plane( 
mental effort and the excitement 
are intense. I've come back from 
these sweeps with my shirt and tun- 
ic dripping with sweat. 


I like to fire at a German from 


the rear. Close in on him in a fast 
dive and then give him a squirt 
n the tank, and if he breaks up I 
am quite happy. Sometimes though, 
when an ME. flies across your path 
it's hard to resist firing. But it 
doesn't pay. 


I fire at them once in a while 


but you only sec bits fly off. You 
don't see it crash. What you want 
to do is get on their tail. 


On sweeps, you look for planes 


n the air and ships below. I saw a 
ship not so long ago. Fastening 
onto the target I dived down, let- 
ting go with cannon shells when I 
was just off the stern masts. The 
ship flew apart. You could hear 
t on both sides of the channel.olt 
must have been full of ammo.

Another time, a formation of

up again. I squirt one German 
npart but I'm near the water. I 
start to pull up when I see can- 
ion shells splashing in a steady 
stream, so I figure one of the Jcr- 
ies had followed me on down and 
s'in back of me. 


It is a very good position to be 


n, in a fight because you can 
udge the angle of fire by the 
splashes, and then you know where 
your man is. As the angle gets 
mailer, you can figure he's getting 
n line with you. 


Just before that happens you give 


lim a quick turn. If he tries to 
ollow, he goes into the drink, be- 
cause he won't be able to pull out 
quickly enough. If he doesn't fol- 
ow, you whip up behind him and 
here you arc. I got him and went 
lome. 


In these fights, you often' don't 


know exactly what has happen- 
ed. At the time, each incident is a 
)lurred impression. But later, some 
times you find you can't sleep. So 
you lie there in bed and you get 
:o thinking what happened, trying 
lard to remember. It all doesn't 
come back at once. Only three or 
!our incidents stand out, like il- 
luminated lantern slides in the 
mind's eye. 


Thoughts Drive His Sleep 
One "slide" may show two ME. 


100's belting down on your tail 
from out of the sun and already 
within firing range. In another you 
see your cannon shells striking the 
belly of a ME. and the aircraft 
spraying debris. 


Then suddenly some tiny link is 


remembered" and instantly you are 
fully 
awake and the operation 


pieces itself together. You lie there,, 
sleep driven away, reliving that 
combat, congratulating yourself for 
one thing, glaming yourself for 
another. 


I've never met a more loyal and 


gamer crowd of chaps than the 
Australians in my section.

1940s than was the "peace" of Ver- 
sailles. 


Once the die was cnsl, for the 


moment such questions become ac- 
ademic. We were at war, then. Like 
.1 or not, it was our tusk to beat 
the bejccbcrs out of Hitler and 
Mussolini and Hirohito, and then 
make the best terms we could to 
safeguard our children and our 
:hildrcn's children. 


We haven't beaten the axis yet. 


A cold-blooded balance-sheet reck- 
oning would show us badly In the 
red. But we have stopped the seem- 
ingly invincible Nazi wnr machine, 
slowed or stopped the little brown 
icathen, and arrived at a point 
where we can see daylight ahead. 


Naturally, then, we recall the At- 


lantic Charter, which is our only 
real semblance of n specific in- 
ternal postwar objective, and we 
begin to ask how the four free- 
doms actually can bo made ef- 
fective. 


What about Germany? Shall we 


,imtt criminal blame to Hitler and 
a few topnotth Nazis, or shall we 
consider that only a mad dog race 
would have played the 
brutal 


game as Germany has? Shall we 
seek to eliminate friction by giv- 
ng her a more generous place in 
:he international sun, or destroy 
icr as a world power and*confinc 
ier like a maniac? 


What about all the 
unstable, 


Dickering little nations carried over 
from World War I or set up there- 
after? Shall we restore them by 
duress, or force upon them a sen- 
sible economic regrouping that will 
satisfy none of their peoples? 


Arc we prepared to insist that 


the occidental nations shall concede 
.he four freedoms to China, which 
ias done a swell job on our be- 
lalf? To India, which we want 
freed just now, when her help 
would be useful 


These specific questions merely 


outline and highlight the monstrous 
problem which everybody, from 
President Roosevelt down to young- 
iters in high school, are pondering 
jravely. 


We can't settle them yet. We can 


not settle them alone. We're just 
one of the United Nations. But 
all the forethought we can give will 
be so much rich grist for the mill, 
when the lime comes.
